Do not lose any time in attending to u 


cold. It is not always possible for a per- 
son to give adequate treatment to ill cold 
during the daytime. Duties whic i can- 
not be postponed may interfere. But, 
generally speaking, wheb the evening 
comes remedial measures are in order. 
There are so many ways of treating a 
cold that one is almost perplexed to 
know which to recommend: and perhaps 
it is 'as, well that something should be 
left to individual judgment to be deter-1 
mined by circumstances.

It matters com- 
paratively little, therefore, by what or- 
dinary means the perspiration ia f tarted 
along with renewed vigor, only so that 
the entire body be included. 


^favorite method with the writer is 


simply to take an adequate dose ojf some 
"herb tea" or similar preparation going 
immediately to| bed and covering with 
something more than ihe nsnal amount 
of bedding. Ajpersbifation will set in, 
lasting for some hours, bnt before morn- 
ing the system j will l:ave recovered its 
normal tone, nnd in most cases there is 
no necessity for further treatment. 


Bnt this is on the supposition that 


there are no serious or threatening com- 
plications. Possibly there may be a se- 
vere headache! in, connection. 
Jn that 


case the head is probably heated, while 
the feet and lower limbs are ccld and 
clammy. This is simply an indication 
that the blood is being forced to the 
head, and should, if possible, 
j€ per- 


enaded to resume a more equal move- 
ment. This will be best facilitated by 
placing the feet in hot water, rubbing 
the nether ilimbs briskly. 


I It will aid in tbe resrrlt if the Lead be 
also freely'bathed in warm, but not hot 
water. As thin cools, it' cools also the 
excessive temperature of the head, and 
is a better method of reaching ths result 
than the direct application of cole, water. 
The lower limbs should then be wrapped 
in a dry, warm blanket, nnd the patient 
should retire as before. The internal 
treatment is not to be overlooked, and 
any of the favorite herbs may be em- 
ployed.—Good Housekeeping.
